A method for mapping platform-based design to multiple foundry processes, 
comprising: predefining a slice, said slice being a constrained and abstract specification 
of all IP, characteristics of interconnect, memory structures, l/O's, and a transistor array 
of a chip; mapping said slice onto a first fabrication process having a first set of design 
rules to produce a first result; evaluating said slice with a second fabrication process 
having a second set of design rules to produce a second result; and comparing first and 
seconds results to produce a third result.
